NEW YORK ACADEMY OF SCIENCES.—The annual 
exhibition of this society, to illustrate the progress of 
scientific investigation and discovery during the year, was 
opened on April 26, at the American Museum of Natural 
History in New York city. The exhibits represent vari- 
ous branches of science. The New York Botanical Gar- 
den has contributed a large number of specimens to the 
botanical section, showing the methods employed at its 
museum at Bronx Park. Various gpecimens of new plants 
are shown, including some from the Klondike and from 
Bolivia. In the astronomical sections several very hand- 
some photographs of nebulae, which were made at the 
Lick Observatory, are shown. Artificial indigo and spec- 
imens of cloth dyed by it, various forms of smokeless 
powder, and an extensive series of synthetic perfumes 
are among the notable exhibits of the chemical 
section. In these synthetic perfumes chemicals are 
combined in such a manner as to imitate ex- 
actly the natural substances, a sample of which 
is in each case placed alongside the artificial material for 
comparison. In the electrical section the most Iinterest- 
ing single exhibit is perhaps a curve tracer for the study 
of alternating currents, the invention of Mr. F. Townsend, 
of the Department of Electrical Engineering at Columbia 
University. The exhibits in the physical section are 
apparatus exhibited by Prof. R. W. Wood, of the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin, for his process of color photography. Dr. 
P. H.-Dudley has on exhibition apparatus for determin!ng 
the stresses in railway rails, with a number of records 
made by it. The exhibits in the section of metallurgy 
are in charge of Mr. Henry M. Howe, M. Am. Soc. M. E., 


and comprise samples of steel ingots and castings. show- 
ing the formation of blow holes, samples of tungsten 
steel and other recent steel alloys, samples of non-ferrous 
metals, models showing the construction and operation of 
a Bessemer converter, Siemen’s regenerative gas furnace, 
blast furnace. hot blast stove, and several micro-photo 
graphs of steel. In the section of mineralogy are in 
cluded some interesting meteorites. The sections of 
paleontology, anthropology, geology and geography, 
psychology and zoology, each have interesting exhibits. 

ENGINEERS’ CLUB OF ST. LOUIS—At the meet 
ing of the club on May 2, a paper on “The Largest 
Static Transformers in Practical Service,’ was read by 
W. A. Layman. At the last meeting of the club the 
special committee appointed to report upon the feasibi!

rules governing the award of such a prize and recommend 
ed thelr adoption. It was moved and carried that these 
rules be printed and circulated among the members, and 
that a discussion of them be made the special order for 
the next meeting of the club The following are th:

THE ENGINEERS’ CLUB OF PHILADELPHIA.—A 
business meeting of the club will be held on Saturday 
May 5, 1900, at & o'clock p. m. At the regular meeting 
on April 21, Dr. Henry Leffmann presented a communica 
tion upon the subject of ‘‘Coal Tar and Coal-Tar Pro 
ducts,"’ In which, after a brief historical account of the 
utilization of tar, he described the chemical theory of the 
molecular composition of benzene on account of Its tm- 
portance as the basis of the comprehension of most coal- 
tar products. Some of the applications of this theory tn 
the production of coal-tar colors were then nected and {llus 
trated by experiments, and a few of the practical en 
gineering uses to which these might be applied were 
pointed out. Attention was then given to the value of 
special reagents made by synthetic processes and fllus 
trated by tests of nitrites in water, for bolled milk. and 
for the coloring-matter used in butter. By means of a 
lantern projection the method of distingushing acid 
from alkali colored with Congo-red was shown by pass 
ing an electric current through liquids tn glass tanks. Dr 
J. Merritt Matthews followed with some practical notes 
regarding the production and use of coal-tar colors. While 
the production has been carried on to a large extent tn 
Germany, it is practically a new industry fn this country, 
which will probably be rapidly fostered by the present 
protective tariff. Dr. H. M. Chance exhibited and de- 
scribed a series of views of the dam and power-house on 
the Colorado River at Austin, Texas, that were taken 
shortly before and after the break tn the dam, which oc- 
eurred under flood conditions on April 7. In discussion 
Mr. Emile Geyelin explained that in consultation he had 
recommended that the power-house should be placed at 
least 190 ft. below the dam. Dr. Chance gave a brief 
account of the discrepancies In the accounts of the break 
which he had obtained from eye-witnesses. Mr. Charles 
Hewitt called attention to the fact that the dam leaked 
before its faflure, but Mr. S. S. Harper contended that 
the large amount of silt which had collected back of it 
showed that these leaks were inconsiderable At 
the conversational meeting to be held on May 12, 
Mr. James Christie will present ‘‘An Historical Sketch 
and Brief Desrcrintion of the Principal Routes Pro- 
posed for a Canal Across the American Isthmus.”

AMERICAN RAILWAY ASSOCIATION.—The spring 
meeting was held at the Auditorium Hote!, Chicago, on 
April 25, and was attended by a large number of repre 
sentatives of the members of the association. The report 
of the Executive Committee showed that the present 
membership comprises 233 members, operating 134.215 
miles of road, and announced that the President had ap- 
pointed four persons as delegates to the session of the 
International Railway Congress to be held in Paris in 
September, 1900 leav'ne two others to be selected. The 
n-esent list of the delegates is as follows: L. F. Loree. 
President of the Association; W. F. Allen, Secretary of 
the Association; J. Krutschnitt, Fourth Vice-Prest- 
and General Manager, Southern Pacific Co.; Joseph Ram- 
sey, Jr., Vice-President and General Manager, Wabash 
R. R.; S. T. Crapo, General Manager Pere Marquette 
R. R.; Charles W. Buchholz, Chief Engineer, Brie R. R. 
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The Executive Committee further stated that the reso- 
lutions respecting an invitation being extended to the 
International Railway Congress to meet in Washington, 
D. C., in 1904, had been unanimously adopted by a vote 
of 220 members, representing 161,010 miles of road. 

The Executive Committee called attention to the fact 
that after Aug. 1, 1900, it will be unlawful to haul cars 
in interstate traffic unless they are equipped with auto- 
matic couplers. In order to prevent possible embarrass- 
ment in the movement of traffic at that time the Asso- 
elation adopted the following resolution: 


After June 1, 1900, no car not equipped with automatic 
couplers, whether belonging to a railway company or 
to private owners, shall be loaded except in the direc- 
tion of home; and that from that date all such cars shall 
5 cca so as to reach their owners before Aug. 1, 


The Committee on Car Service presented a Code of Car 
Service Rules for discussion. It also recommended for 
adoption rules relating to the stenciling of the light 
weight of cars and also rules defining what constitutes 
the delivery of a car. The report was debated at length. 
and at the request of the committee referred back to it 
for further consideration. 

The Committee on Safety Appliances reported that on 
Jan. 1, 1900, out of 1,283,679 freight cars in service, 
1,191,189 (92.8%) were fitted with automatic couplers and 
318,180 (63.7%) were fitted with air brakes. Also, that 
out of 34,319 engines reported, 23,435 (97.4%) were 
equipped with power brakes. On Jan. 1, 1900, there were 
reported 102,485 freight cars under construction, all of 
which were to be fitted with automatic couplers and air 
brakes. 

The Joint Committee on Interlocking and Block Signals 
presented a complete revision of the block signal rules, 
covering the most improved method of block signal 
practice. The rules as submitted by the committee were 
adopted by the Association without amendment. 

The Committee on the Metric System reported inter- 
esting Information as to the extent to which the metric 
system has been introduced into actual use in the 
United States 

The Committee on Statistical Inquiry and the Commit- 
tee on Standard Dimensions of Box Cars reported prog- 
ress in the subjects which they have under consideration. 

The officers were all re-elected as follows: President, 
L. F. Loree, General Manager Pennsylvania Lines; First 
Vice-President, W. H. Baldwin, Jr., President Long 
Island R. R.: Second Vice-President, J. T. Harahan, 
Second Vice-President Illinois Central R. R.; Secretary 
and Treasurer, W. F. Allen. Messrs. Theo. N. Ely, Chief 
of Motive Power Pennsylvania Lines, and Mr. Theo. D. 
Kline, General Superintendent Central of Georgia Ry., 
were elected members of the Executive Committee. 

Complimentary resolutions were adopted congratu- 
lating Mr. W. F. Allen on the completion of his 25th 
year of service as Secretary of the Association, and of 
the other organizations which were its predecessors. 

The next meeting of the Association will be held at the 
South Union Station, Boston, Mass., on Oct. 24, 1900.
